churches  are  not  doing  as  well  as 
we  could. 

Yet,  I  would  say  that  all  af  ea 
touuld  entieixe  ourselves  sharply 
and  diligently  search  out  anew  the 
reasons  for  many  of  our  short  com¬ 
ings. 

If  a  church  can’t  keep  a  preach¬ 
er  she  needs  some  inside  research 
— and  if  a  preacher  ia  always  with¬ 
out  a  church,  he  should  also  do 
mm  eery  serious  research  sale 
his  ours  life  and  methods.

The  People  Spoke 

'  According  lo  press  report*.  Rep. 
Harry  Applehaum  ha*  introduced 
a  bill  to  legalize  whiskey  in 
counties  of  Mississippi.  Those  are 
the  counties  that  voted  wet  iu  the 
195;$  referendum.  He  is  quoted  by 
the  United  Press  as  saying: 

“In  legalizing  the  sale  of  liquor, 
you  are  not  creating  a  new  situ¬ 
ation  .  .  .  but  correcting  a  situ¬ 
ation  that  now  exists  in  which 
crooked  politicians  and  officers 
are  taking  this  amount  of  money 
from  the  taxpayers  of  Mississippi.** 

If  the  politicians  and  officers 
are  crooked,  as  claimed  by  Mr. 
Applehaum,  legalizing  liquor  will 
not  reform  them. 

Also  such  h  law  would  bf  con- 
trary  to  the  people's  wishes  as 
expressed  in  the  1953  election. 
The  hill  under  which  the  refer¬ 
endum  was  held,  and  for  which 
Mr.  Applehaum  voted,  definitely 
states,  that  if  a  majority  voted 
against  legalization  that  it  should 
be  considered  a  mandate  to  the 
legislature  to  provide  us  with  bet¬ 
ter  enforcement.  legalization  will 
not  provide  better  enforcement.

Pass  This  Bill

A  Stitch  In  Time 
Saves  Disappointment 

We  quote  below  a  part  -  of  a 
timely  editorial  by  I>r.  Reuben  K. 
Alley,  editor  of  the  Religious  Her¬ 
ald  of  Virginia.  His  advice  con¬ 
firms  what  w  e  w  rote  some  months 
ago  in  the  Baptist  Record: 

“Several  ministers  and  laymen 
have  already  begun  to  make  ar¬ 
rangements  for  the  trip  to  the 
Raptist  World  Alliance.  They  are 
wise  to  do  so.  Tourist  travel  in 
Western  Europe  from  _  May 
through  August  is  extremely 
heavy,  so  that  reservations  must 
be  made  many  months  in  advance. 
Churches  in  Virginia  can  do  a  gra¬ 
cious  and  helpful  thing  by  giving 
financial  ^assistance  so  that  the 
pastor  might  attend  the  World  Al¬ 
liance  Congress.  Tfie  cost  is  sur¬ 
prisingly  low-.  Upon  request  a  re¬ 
sponsible  travel  agency  advised 
that  the  trip  toJxmdon,  including 
ten  days  stay  in  the  city  and  a  few 
additional  days  of  travel  to  near¬ 
by  historical  places,  can  he  made 
for  only  $975.00.  This  is  s  liberal 
estimate  and  it  includes  all  ex¬ 
penses.  The  cost  of  the  trip  is  the 
same  whether  one  travels  by  air¬ 
plane  or  steamer,  though  the  lat¬ 
ter  requires  about  two  weeks 
longer. 

“Now  is  the  time^for  action  by 


churches  that  expect  to  send  their 
pastors  to  London.  Reservations 
should  be  made  in  195-1  for  the 
summer  of  1955.  Members  of  the 
church  budget  committee  should 
have  this  in  mind  when  they  pre¬ 
pare  allocations  for  next  year.” 

We  agree  with  Or.  Alley  »wt 
urge  our  churches  lo  consider 
NOW  the  matter  of  sending  the 
pastor  (and  ia  many  cases  his 
wife)  to  the  Baptist  World  Alli¬ 
ance  which  meets  in  London  oa 
July  16-22.  1955. 

Recently  a  State  Convention 
voted  an  appropriation  of  $3,000 
in  recognition  of  the  Secretary’s 
excellent  service^  in l  order  that  he 
and  his  wife  might  get  to  Lon¬ 
don  in  1955. 

-  Undoubtedly  many  other 
churches  and  conventions  will 
take  similar  action  if  the  matter 
is  laid  upon  the  hearts  of  the  peo¬ 
ple.

He  [>oints  to  the  traffic  jam  at 
the  dose  of  Sunday  School  on 
Sunday,  ax  an  example"  of  peopte 
who  are  “tied  with  the  Sunday 
School”  with  no  other  vital  con¬ 
nection  to  the  church  program. 

It  is  certainly  true  that  there  are 
some  who  specailize  in  one  phase 
of  churdi  work  and  totally  neg¬ 
lect  the  others.  We  have  known 
some  who  specialize  in  one  phase 
ing  Union  was  the  only  worth¬ 
while  part  of  the  church  organi¬ 
zation,  Others  seem  to  think  that 
the  W.  M.  U.  is  the  one  and  only 
thing.  Others,  the  Brotherhood. 
And  others,  one  phase  or  another. 

We  certamlynave  known  many 
who  certainly  were  not  “tied"  to 
the  financial  program  of  the 
church.  V>>  recall,  as  a  young  pas¬ 
tor.  having  a  man  say  to  us  that 
he  did  not  want  to  move  his  mem¬ 
bership  to  the  church  near  where 
he  lived  because  he  wanted  to  help 
the  church  where  his  membership 
was.  Being  pastor  of  both  churches 
we  asked  the  treasurer  of  the 
church  in  which  he  claimed  mem¬ 
bership.  and  he  had  no  record  of- 
any  gifts  from  this  brother. 

But  we  do  not  have  to  depend 
upon  people  whose  membership  ia 
elsewhere  for  example.  Many  who 
live  near  the  church  and  some 
who  attend  take  little  if  any  part 
in  the  financial  program  of  the 
church. 

A  man  who  never  contributes 
anything  to  the  support  of  his 
family  would  make  no  impression 
upon  me  by  declaring  his  love  for 
his  wife  and  children.  .

On  Tuesday  before  returning 
home  some  of  us  went  with  Dr. 
Van  Roy  an  .to  see  the  governor 
of  the  Canal  Zone.  When  he  learn¬ 
ed  of  our  plans  to  enlarge  our 
work,  to  begin  two  kindergartens 
and  to  open  a  school  to  train  work¬ 
ers  and  to  have  all  the  classes  in 
Spanish,  he  was  delighted.  He 
gave  Dr.  Van  Royan  the  assur¬ 
ance  of  all  the  land  needed  in  the 
zone  for  churches,  schools  and 
pastor’s  homes. 

Sin  Bias  Indians 

Several  of  us.  with  Dr.  Van  Roy¬ 
an.  flew  over  the  Continental  Di¬ 
vide  to  visit  the  San  Bias  Islands, 
about  125  miles  south  of  the  Canal 
Zone  on  the  Atlantic  side.  There! 
are  more  than  two  hundred  of 
these  islands.  mam  of  which 
arc  inhabited  by  Indians.  They 
live,  we  were  told,  very  much  like 
they  did  before  Columbus  discov¬ 
ered  America.  We  visited  one  of 
the  very  small  islands  on  which 
live  1500  Indians.  All  the  women 
wear  rings  in  their  noses  Some  of 
them  have  sewing  machines  op-  i 
crated  by  hand.  One  turns  the  1 
crank  while  another  guides  the! 
home  spun  cloth.  The  women 
make  their  wrap-a -rounds.  The 
men  make  their  own  clothes,  such 
as  they  are  There  are  28.000  In¬ 
dians  on  these  islands. 

About  twenty  years  ago  a  na- 1 
tive.  after  being  educated  in  this 
country,  returned  his  people 


to  their  appointments.  There  are 
31  churches  and  missions.  They 
need  (our  more  mules  for  the 
workers  there. 

Panama 

We  stopped  for  awhile  in  San 
.Salvador  and  Managua  and  reach¬ 
ed  Panama  City  JaD  28  Dr.  R.  G. 
Van  Royan,  our  missionary  there 
had.  after  much  prayer  assigned 
us  to  the  churches  where  we  were 
to  work,  preaching  and  teaching 
organization  work.  Eight  were  as¬ 
signed  to  work  in  the  very  large 
area  of  Bocos  Del  Toro,  just  south 
of  Costa  Rica,  and  eight  were  as¬ 
signed  to  the  Canal  Zone  and  to 
the  Republic  of  Panama.  The  re¬ 
vival  services  began  on  January 
31  and  continued  through  Feb.  T. 

On  Monday,  Feb.  S.  all  the 
workers,  including  local  pastors, 
met  for  a  dinner  meeting  in  First  ; 
Church  of  Balboa,  and  for  reports. 
There  were  98  professions  of  faith 
in  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Cristobal  where  the  writer 
preached. 

Every  preacher  reported  a  j 
wonderful  response  and  most  in¬ 
teresting  experiences  Those  work¬ 
ing  in  the  Bocos  Del  Toro  church¬ 
es  had  to  ride  to  some  of  their 
appointments  bn  the  train  furnish-  ! 
ed  them  hv  the  United  Fruit  Com¬ 
pany.  Mr.  Estes  won  the  engineer 
to  Christ  and  before  leaving  for 
home  gave  the  engineer  his  >22 
Bible,  praying  that  many  will  thru  i 
the  years  become  Christians  thru 
the  reading  of  it. 

The  total  report  revealed  401 
professions  of  faith,  306  for  bap-  | 
tism,  1  by  letter,  484 
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them,  sooner  or  later,  lead  their
